Supplies of hyper~ 
chlorite were provided for chlorinetion of wells end other locrl weter suppliese 
Proper instructions concerning the chlorination of wells end weter supplies end 
senitstion of food were dissemineted both through the Jep:nese end Militery Gover?’ 
ment sources. 


Great denger still exists in some creas where the weter hrs pertielly or com: 
pletely receded. In these arers, sanitery teams should be used to the greetest 
possible extent in clerning up the aree, chlorinating ¢1]1 wells and other weter 
supplies, filling, dreining, spreying end dusting for insect control, Diseese 
problems will be held e+ a minimum if these procedures are cerefully carried oute | 
Typhoid immunicrtion procedures started during the early steges of the flood shoul¢ 
be continued until #11 persons in the flooded arers herve received a complete coursé 
(three inoculstions) of TAB vaccine. Since the nation wide typhoid immunigetion 
progrem is nov in progress Militery Government Health Officers should teke edven~ 
tage of thisqportunity to see thet all eligible persons in the «ffected prefec- 
tures are immunized rt this time.
